Police said the knife 
found in his barn, a curved blade 
of the ty pe comm only used in cut­ 
ting bananas from the stalk, was 
freshly stained with w hat appeared 
to be blood.

Mass . and 
E P Weatherly of Kansas City, Mo 
First news of the tragedy came 
i here yesterday when Strobe! reeled 
i into a camp at Mutt and called for 
help.

Weatherly and 
Bradshaw. 
Wetzels body was lo­ 
cated yesterday by mountain guides 
and brought down the mountain 
with great difficulty. 
Fall Several Hundred Feet 
Brigham said he and th# five 
others had climbed to the peak of 
Rainier. 14.408 feet above sea level, 
and were coming down the moun­

The federal farm board faces a gigantic

ficials being responsible to Spain and the boundaries 
of th e various subdivisions being indefinite in the 
extrem e 
It didn't make much difference then, for 
it waa all Spanish. 
W hen independent states w’ere established one a ft­ 
er the other, however, the question of boundaries be­ 
cam e a vital one. 
The old Spanish grants and de­ 
scriptions frequently overlapped, and 
claims 
were 
m ade by the various governments of territory which 
they had long occupied, 
even though 
some 
other 
country m ight claim the aame lands through a grant 
from Spain 
These controversies have been going on 
since the very oeginnlng and the only South Ameri­ 
can state th a t has 
never 
lost a foot 
of 
territory 
thereby la Brazil. 
It has won every boundary quar­ 
rel in which it ever engaged. 
In the war*of 
the 
Pacific 
in 
1879 and '80, with 
Bolivia and Peru on one side and Chile on the other.
